The Conservative papers are pub- 
lishing with great satistaction _an 
Ottawa dispateb, dated December 7th, 
which intimates that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Company has 


not yet put up with the Dominion

close of parliament. The time is 
now up, and as tnere has been no of- 
ficial announcement ot the deposit it 
may be taken for granted that it has 
not yet been made. This means that 
the governmenc is now at liberty to 
cait the bargain oif, sbould it <j so 
minded. If that is the case it, is now 
up to tbe puolic to say through the 
press, and otherwise, as opportunity 
occurs or occasion arises, what they 
think ot this bargalD and what they 
wish to have done about it. There 
has been a feeling throughout the 
country that once the bargain passed 
parliament the question was settled 
that it nad been removed trom ac- 
tive politics—and there was a ten- 
dency on the part ol the public mind 
to turn to other issues, and to di- 
vide on other questions. The idea 
which this feeling expressed was not 
correct, and would not have been, 
even had the five million deposit been 
Parliament can always undo 
parhament has done. of 
course, limitations are acknowledged 
in matters ot private right, but even 
these limitations can be over ridden.

It will be noted that the bar- 
gain in regard to the eastern section 
of the railway 1s alleged as the ob- 
jection which moneyed men see to 
the scheme, and that their objection 
is not that it 1s not sufficiently fav- 
orable to the country, but that it, is 
not sufficiently favorable to the 
company. The eastern section of 
the railway is the lynch pin of the 
scheme. It was agamst that section 
of the scheme that the opposition in 
parliament directed their priacipal 
attack, and althougn they were not 
successful in influencing parliament, 
their newspapers now claim in the 
above dispatch thet they have been 
succeseful im discrediting that portion 
of the scheme with the moneyed men 
of Britain. Tne eastern section of 
the proposed railway is that part of 
the proposition which absolutely 
breaks the present monopoly of the 
Cc. P. R, in the West, and without 
which, though twenty roads were 
constructed westward from the lakes, 
that monopoly could not be broken. 
If they can stop that part of the 
scheme, they stop the whole scheme 
as a means of breaking railway mon- 
opoly in the West. 

The dispatch further indicates that 
the government has dealt with per- 
fect fairness as between the public 
and the railway company in this mat- 
ter. They have refused to modify or 
to agree to modify the terms of the 
agreement as entered into by parlia- 
ment: preferring to take the conse- 
quences of the tailure of the company 
to make its deposit rather than break 
faith with the people. This is the 
evidence offered by the Conservative 
press in the dispatch—which may or 
may not be correct—and may well be 
compared with the torrent of wild 
assertion which was poured forth in 
parliament ard in the press for the 
two months during which the bill 
was obstructed in parliament. 

f course tne wish that ihe Grand 
Trunk Pacific may not be able to put 
up the five million deposit may be 
father to the thought; and that al- 
though there has been delay, it will 
only be for a short time and that 

| the deposit will yet be made. For 
the sake of the Northwest and of 
Canada it is to be hoped that, this is 
the fact. But it will be remem- 
bered that the financing of such a 
stupendous project requires rot only 
the confidence of the investing world, 
but also requires an opportune time 
—that is, a time when money is plen- 
| tiful and cheap. The world has had 
such an ¢ra, but there are indica- 
tions that it 1s passing. Even now 
money is dearer in London than it 
has been for years, and the pros- 
pects are that it will be still dearer. 
| Had it been possiple to float the 
Grand Trunk Pacific scheme six 
| months ago, it could certainly have 
been done on much more {favorable 
terms than at present. As financial 
stringency increases. the confidence

what the opposition in parliament, 
fighting the battle for the C. P. R, 
monopoly, figured on as the probable 
result of their two months of ob- 
struction to the passage of the bill. 
By holding the bill up, they brought 
its final passage more and more into 
the periof of fimancial stringency 
and lack of confidence, and by the 
mere persistence of their clamor they 
—as they now claim--ereated that 
lack of confidence in the scheme 
which has so far prevented the de- 
posit from being put up, and as they 
no doubt hope will altogether pre- 
vent it from being financed. By the 
words of their own dispatch 
they offer evidence that the 
bargain was a good one 
for the country. So good, that 
by their obstruction they have been 
able so far to prevent the country 
from receiving the benefit of it. If 
the Grand Trunk Pacific scbeme in 
its present form talls through be- 
cause it is too favorable to the coun- 
try, it is not probable that another 
bargain equally good can be made, 
even if one can be made at all. For 
this—if it occurs—the country, and 
especially the West, will have to 
thank the opposition party in parlia- 
ment and in the country. They 
are for monopoly, ever and always.
